Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: It was 
agreed that the transitional phrase of claim 1 excludes any additional compounds beyond those described in claim 1 
It was also agreed that the broader term "acid" was not encompassed by the term "organic acid." As such claim 42 
has been amended to use the term "organic acid." It was also agreed that the Markush group of claim 49 contained 
acids which are not considered to be "organic acid." As such the examiner has eliminated from this Markush group 
compounds which are considered inorganic acid..
